Port of Spain, Trinidad, July 30.— 
Ambrose Howard earner, the former 
managing director of the New York 
and Bermudes Asphalt Co. (wbo waa 
recently appointed receiver of the com- 
pany as a result of the suit brought 
by President Castro), accompanied by 
Attornf y General Irabarrer, arrived at 
Ouanaco Thursday on the Venezuelan 
gunboat Bolivar and, backed by Vene- 
■uelan soldiers, took possession of the 
properties of the company, including 
the asphalt lake, against the energetic 
protests of ('apt. Cooley, the coiiipa- 
uy'B representative. The steamer Vi- 
king, belonging to the company. c»- 
caped seizure and reached this port 
with the news of the government's 
drastic action. 

Foreign companies residing in Ven- 
ezuela are alarmed over President Cas- 
tro's aggressive policy, which is direct- 
ed also against French, British and 
German companies. 

Washington, July 30.— The action of 
the Veiiezuilan povi rniiicnt in seizing 
the properties of the New York and 
Bermudez Asphalt Co. has caused an 
unpleasant Impression In government 
circles. Offlclals are ynable to unde^ 
stand the reason for what appears to 
be such an arbitrary proceedure as 
the euprenie court of Venezuela here- 
tofore has upheld the claims of the 
company to its properties. Following 
notice of the action of the Venezue- 
lan government a tew days ago In se- 
curing an attachment against the com- 
pany with a view it was understood 
of obtaining damaL;< s liecaiisc of aid 
alleged to have been given the revolu- 
tionists. United SUtes Minister Her- 
bert W. Bowen, at Caracas, was in- 
stnicted to make a full and complete 
report to the state department of the 
various illegal steps which have been 
taken by Venezuela together with oth- 
er Information bearing on the subject 
that may be available and pertinent. 
His report is anxiously awaited and 
on it will depend the course to be ta- 
ken l y the I'nited States for the pr i- 
tectlon of the vested rights of the 
omttpany, which seem to be so seri- 
ously endangered by the attitude of 
the Caatro government

The Police Have Not Yet Established 
His Identity. 

8t Petersburg, July 30.— The polic • 
have not yet established the identity 
of the assassin of M. Von Plehve or 
of his accomplices, though it has been 
ascertained that the former is a Lit- 
tle Russian, which accounts for his 
noticeable accent The accomplice is 
a Jew. 

It hap developed that the police for 
some tin>e past have been aware that 
a plot was maturing again.st the em- 
peror and notified one of the ministerf^ 
uat a party of foreign anarchists had 
arrived at St Petersburg. Several ar- 
rests were actually made some days 
before the assassination of the minis- 
ter of the interior and the police had 
the assassin's house marked and a 
trap set for his arrest on the night of 
Joly 14, but lie did not return home. 

The bomb which the acoomplioe 
dropped In the canal after the assas 
Bination has been recovered by the 
police. 

It is foreign made, though it Is be 
lleved to have been loaded in 8t. Pe- 
tersburg. It is small and melon-shap- 
ed and is b( lieved to be fully as pow- 
erful as the one that killed M. Von 
Plehve. 

The requiem service at M. Von Pleh- 
TVl Iwuse Friday night was most im 
presslve. The house ^as beautifully 
decorated with flowers. Madame Von 
Plehve and her son were present at 
the ceremony, as also were many offl- 
clals and diplomats. A nun in the 
habit of her order knelt before the 
oofln IntonUw pnjtn for the dead. 
These prayers will be oontlaued with- 
out Interruption until after the Inter- 
ment. 

The emperor was not present at the 
requiem Friday night, but he will at- 
tend the funeral Sunday afternoon.

They Voiced Their Approval of the 
Asaasainatlen of Von Plehve. 

New York, July 80.— Five thousand 
persons, all that could crowd into 

Cooper Union, cheered themselves 
hoarse Friday night over the death of 
the Russian minister of the Interior, 
Von Plehve. The great ball waa dot- 
ted with anarchists, who In frequent 
frenales of excitement waved red ban- 
danas and voioed their approval of the 
assassination. At every mention of 
the bomb thrower there was a din that 
lasted several minutes, and cries of 
"Leglo, Leglo, Leglo," echoed through 
the hall. The mass meeting was held 
by the United Russian revolutionists 
to celebrate Von Plehve's death, 
which they believe will mark a new 
era of liberty for their brethren in 
Russia. The leaders of the revolu- 
tionists In this city endeavored to 
keep the anarcnists away, but the 
meeting was public and the latter qui- 
etly stole in one at a time. The po- 
lice estimated that 500 anarchists 
were present. 

AGAIN DEPORTED. 

Tha Experience of Patrick McCarvel, 
of Victor, Col. 



Cripple Creek, Col., July 30.— Pat- 
rick McCarvel, one of the men who 
were deported over the Kansas line 
by the military early in June, return- 
ed Xo Victor, where he owns property, 
including a large hall and a business 
block valued at fl'y.OOO. When Mc- 
Carvel stepped from the train he waA 
taken in charce by .Maj. H. A. Xaylor, 
acting city marshal. McCarvel was 
allowed to attend to some business 
affairs when he was placed on board 
the first outgoing train with a warn- 
ing that in future police protection 
would not be afforded him if he again 
returns. McCarvel originally was de- 
ported for openly expressing sympa- 
thy with the Miners' union and de- 
nouncing Gov. Peabody and his mili- 
tary subordinates.

Letter Received From the Missing 
Man Oated El Paao, Tex. 

New York, July SC.— A letter was 
received in this city Friday from for- 
mer Judge Daniel McKoons, who mys- 
teriously disappeared three weeks ago, 
stating that he was in El Paso, Tex. 
The letter, which was addressed to 
Judge McKoona' soi^, waa rambling 
and Incoherent and indicated that the 
writer's mind was affected. It was 
represented at the time of Judge Mc- 
Kcxms' disappearance that he had 
been kidnaped and was being- held for 
ransom, but this view was not accept- 
ed by the police. Since that time the 
missing man's son haa received sev- 
eral letters from widely separated 
parts of the country.

IT GOES INTO EFFECT SUNDAY. 



Tlie Action Was Taken After a Fruit- 
less Effort to Arrange For a Confer* 
enet With Packing Companies. 



Probabilities of a Settlement By Op- 
posing Interests In Chicago Are 
aa Remote as Ever — Packers 
Will Ignore Unions. 

Chicago, July SO.— Unable to arrange 
a conference with the representatives 

of the New York packers, Michael J 
Donnelly, president of the Amalgama- 
ted Meat Cutters and Butcher Work- 
men of America, has ordered a strike 
of all the members of bis organiza- 
tion employed in New York by Schwar- 
schlld ft Sulzberger and the United 
Dressed lU t f Co. 

The order, which was teleprnphed 
to New York Friday night, doe.s not 
go into effect until Sunday, aa the 
men in the eastern packing plants do 
not report for work on Saturday. The 
decision to extend the strike to the 
cast was not taken until after Mr. 
Donnelly and his associates had spent 
the day in a fruitless effort to arrange 
a meeting with representatives of the 
eastern packers who came to Chicago 
Thtirsday night to acquaint them- 
selves with the situjition here. 

The general belief was that the New 
York packers bad come west to make 
terma with the butchers, but if such 
was the case they changed their 
minds after investigating the progres.'^ 
that had been ni,Tde here In working 
the plants with nonunion employes. 
At 5 o'clock Friday night, when Homer 
D. Call, secretary of the national or- 
ganization of the butcher workmen, 
made a final appeal over the telephone 
to the representatives of Sehwarz- 
schlld & Sulzberger for a meeting be- 
tween the members of that firm ami 
the officers of his union, he was told 
that the eaat^ packers had nothing 
to offer the ihen should such a meet- 
ing be arranged and that the confer- 
ence would only be a waste of time. 
When tliis Hiinounremciit of the t'ast- 
ern pacUt rs had been communicated 
to Mr. Donnelly he dooldod OD the 
strike order. 

That the probabilities of a settle- 
meat by the opposing interests in Chi- 
cago are as remote as ever wns plain- 
ly demonstrated Friday when Henry 
C. Wallace, of Des Moines, la., and A. 
T>. Ames, of Buckingham, la., called 
on the different packers with a propo- 
sition from the strike leaders offering 
t-i concede the most important point 
In the controversy If the employers 
would agree to r( ik w peace negotia- 
tions. Mr. Wallace and Mr. Ame.^ 
were told by the packers that there 
was no possible chance for any further 
conciliatory move and that the pack- 
ers were now In a position where they 
could Ignore the labor unions and that 
thf^y jirnposed to do so. The packers' 
an.swer was delivered to the strike 
lenders and the men from lowa left 
for home Friday night. 

From a statement made by Presi- 
dent Donnelly F'ridny night it would 
ai)iiear that the ni< d are becoming 
anxious to got laik to work. "We 
shall be glad to confer with repre- 
sentatives of the packers at any time," 
said Mr. Donnelly. "While I can not 
say that our position Is in any way 
chanced, we are not anxious to keep 
up a running fight and shall be glad 
if a scttlcm* lit can he effected," 

In ohe disturbance a mob captured 
a loaded meat wagon after it had left 
the stockyards Friday, upeet the wag- 
on and threw the meat bito the street. 
The most serious riot of the day oc- 
curred in South Chicago, where five 
men were arrested for trying to pre- 
vent the delivery of meat. Although 
the strikers and their friends became 
very boisterous when It became 
known that President Golden had 
been arrested and made all sorts of 
threats, no one was seriously inj\wed 
in any of the many disturliances that 
occurred. The police have the situa- 
tion so well. In hand that before the 
would-be rioters can get fairly started 
in their purpose they are scattered 
by the hlue coats in all directions. 

Killed at the Supper Table. 
Washington. Ga.. July 30.— While 
Charley J. Tyler, a prominent young 
farmer of the northwestern sootlon cf 
the county, was at supper with his 
wife. Dr. Thomas C. Bnreh emptied 
two loads of bttckShot from a window 
into the body of Tyler, killing him In- 
stantly. 

Philadelphia, July 30.— President 
Geo K. Uacr, of the Reading ua>i Ji r- 
sey Central railroads. In an Intei-view 
Friday on the situation in the anthra- 
cite coal region, said: "There will be 
no coal strlko." 



THE DAY LAW. 

Ita Constitutionality May Be Tested 
in the Courts. 

Lexington, Ky., July 30.— Local re- 
publicana declare that they will test 
the provisions of the Day law passed 
by the last gpnoral assembly, which 
prohibits co-racial education in this 
state, when the four Filipino students, 
which have been assigned to the Ken- 
tucky university by the government 
bureau of education, shall attempt to 
enter that institution. W. D. Oldham, 
in an interview Friday, declared that 
he would carry the matter to the 
courts should the Filipinos try to en- 
ter. He said: "The Filipinos are 
nothing but Negroes and far inferior, 
both physically and mentally, to our 
Negroes, and if these Oriental Negroes 
are brought hore and an attempt made 
to enter them at the Kentucky univer- 
sity I shall go to the courts and test 
the constitutionality of the Day law. 
I am no abolition crank, hot If our Ne- 
groes at home come under the ban of 
this law then the black savages from 
the Paelflc lalaadt aratt h« treated 
likewise." 

This declaration has created consid- 
erable comqient even in republican 
circles, and tuatf Interpret It as a dan* 
gerous titterance in thai the Filipino 
question is an issue in the presiden- 
tial campaign.

A child cf Mr. and Mrs. Frack Bii"»e', 
iivinz near Pleasant Ridite in the 
Murphysville precinct, died Thursday, 
of diphtheria, and three or four more 
of their cbiltlreu are ill with the diseaae.
